b) storing said personalized user prefereaw^es in a memory storage device provided in 
said mouse device; 

c) subsequently transferring said stored personalized user preferences to a like user 
application capable of executing in a se9ond computing device; and, 

d) altering said like user appli(j&tion executing in said second computing device in 
accordance with said customized ast^fects, wherein said mouse device is transportable for 
transferring user customized aspect^ of many user applications of first computing devices to 
facilitate use of like applications in second computing devices.

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Claim 19 (Original): The method as claimed in Claim 16, wherein said receiving step a) and 
transferring step d) is accomplished in accordance with a wireless communic^ions protocol. 

Claim 20 (Previously Presented): The method as claimed in Claim 16ywhei:ein a first and 
second computing device comprises one of: a personal computer, a Personal digital assistant, 
a cellular phone, and a network device. / 

Claim 21 (Previously Presented): The method as claimed in Claim 16, wherein said 
transferring step c) furtfier comprises the step of: recosnzing a like application being 
executed on said second computing device and automatically initiating said transfer of 
personalized user preferences. / 

Claim 22 (Previously Presented): A program storage device readable by a machine, tangibly 
embodying a program of instructions executable by the machine to perform method steps for 
customizing software applications executing in computing devices, said method steps 
including the steps of: / 

a) receiving personalized User preferences relating to customized aspects of a user 
application capable of executing in a first computing device; 

b) storing said personalized user preferences in a memory storage device provided in a 
mouse device; / 

c) subsequently yfransferring said stored personalized user preferences to a like user

Claim 24 (Previously Presented): The program storage/device readable by a machine as 
claimed in Claim 23, wherein after use of said like sn^lication on said second computing 
device by said user, the step of: restoring said orimial user application preferences for said 
like application on said second computing devic^ after disconnecting said mouse from said 
second computing device. / 

Claim 25 (Original): The program storage^ device readable by a machine as claimed in Claim 
22, wherein said receiving step a) and trmsferring step d) is accomplished in accordance with 
a wireless communications protocol. / 

Claim 26 (Previously Presented): ^e program storage device readable by a inachine as 
claimed in Claim 22, wherein a first and second computing device comprises one of: a 
personal computer, a personalyOigital assistant, a cellular phone, and a network device.
